PROGRESS IN MERCHANT MARINE 

ONFERENCES are now under way between the 
C Shipping Board and a group of Pacific Coast 

shipping men having in view the formation of 

a big combination for the operation of liners 
to the Far East. It is anticipated that between $20,- 
000,000 and $30,000,000 will be raised for the purchase 
from the Shipping Board of several ships and the 
construction of others. The plan calls for the acquisi- 
tion of ten 535-foot and five 505-foot steamers from 
the Board. The former ships are similar to the Ameri- 
can Legion, the holder of the speed records from New 
York to South American ports. It is the intention 
to put seven of the boats on the run from San Fran- 
cisco to Far Eastern ports, and at least five of them 
trom Seattle to the Far East. The vessels are not, 
however, sufficiently speedy to compete with some of 
the foreign lines in the Pacific, and if the combination 
is formed it is the intention to contract for the con- 
struction of fast liners that will beat the best that 
other countries are operating. 

Americans have reason to feel proud of the energy 
and initiative manifested by the Shipping Board and 
by private operators in meeting the competition of 
foreign rivals or supremacy on the seas. Steady 
progress is being made, not only in the number of 
American ships in service, but in the tonnage car- 
ried, and in the general efficiency of operation. 
American shippers and overseas travellers are be- 
coming more and more alive to the facilities of- 
fered: by ships of their own flag. No better equip- 
ment for handling freight, or more luxurious service 
for passengers, is found on any foreign vessels. 
The judicious advertising of the Shipping Board is 
aiding in bringing results. There is no reason to 
doubt that progress will continue until the American 
merchant marine has won it’s proper place in the 
Redlands Facts.

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LAND SETTLEMENT SCHEMES 

HERE has been some discussion of late of 
‘T assisted land settlement, the feeling of those 

who propose it being that the present policy 

of allowing land settlement to take care of 
itself does not work out to the best interest of the 
country, and often not to the advantage of the individ- 
val settlers. If some financial assistance were given to 
selected and qualified applicants, and if they were 
civen some guidance in choosing and getting settled 
on their land, and also advice from time to time 
from competent men, it is argued that a great many 
more settlers would remain permanently on the land 
and that their results in the way of production and

of the soldier settlement scheme has been suggested 
in several quarters and will possibly be discussed 
at the coming session of Parliament. 

In this connection it is of interest to note that 
a land settlement scheme conaining some features 
adopted by our Soldier Settlement board, as well as 
our rural eredits scheme is being tried in California 
and is reported to be meeting with some success. 
It was begun on a small scale four years ago with 
the settlement of 6,000 acres, but the Legislature last 
year appropriated $3,000,000 in money for the scheme 
and authorized bond issues of $13,000,000 besides. 
The head office of the commission, wiheh is in charge 
of the enterprise, is said to be overwhelmed with 
requests for information and applications for land 
tioldings. Deputations have come from far and wide 
to enquire into the scheme, and the State of Washing- 
ton is adopting a similar plan of land settlement: 

The plan is to assist the settlement of suitable 
applicants who have only limited means. The first 
payment on the land is only 5 per cent. and the 
valance is payable on the amortization plan during 
3614 years, the settler being invited to pay off the 
Settlement is arranged by 
colonies, and each colony has a superintendent to 
act as the settlers’ practical adviser; also a farm- 
stead engineer to plan houses and the layout of farms. 
Experts of the state agriculture 
settlers to determine the best crops to grow, how to 
co-operate in buying and selling, and how to act 
together in community affairs.

A rural credits scheme 
enables settlers to borrow money for purchasing live- 
stock and making improvements. A farmer can bor- 
row up to $3,000 and a farm laborer up to $2,000. 
Every settler must become a member of a co-operative 
ussociation. The scheme also provides for farm labor- 
ers. Homes are provided for the farm laborer and 
his family without any initial payment and he can 
borrow more money for stock and improvements. The 
first colony that was started was divided into farms 
vf from 10 to 160 acres and the land prices ranged 
trom $48 to $250 per acre.—Free Press.
